Surveys During Four Years 
May Bring Development 
Soon 





As the result of investigations 
and interest that has continued for 
four years, many Etiwanda resi- 
dents are ‘today quite convinced 
that ‘oil underlies the citrus com- 
munity. 

With increasing frequency, com- 
munity meetings have been held 
to discuss possibilities of placing 


¢ a test well and today Judge Thom- 


as Donnelly, veteran justice of the 
peace, predicted that some definite 
program might be realized before 
long. ; 

“Over a period of four years var- 
fous oil men have been in Etiwan- 
da for tests and each cne—inde- 
pendent of the other—has outlined 
almost the identical area under 
which there may be oil,” Judge 
Donnelly said thig morning when 
in Upland. 

AREA OUTLINED 

He defined the area as “pear 
shaped,” beginning at Foothill 
boulevard and Etiwanda avenue, 
extending about half a mile east 
and west of Etiwanda avenue, 
gradually tapering to a point at 
Highland avenue. 

The most recent community 
meeting was attended by about 
25 property owners. A. H, Utman 
presided. Mr. and Mrs. Lee Miller, 
Los Angeles residents who own 40 
acres of Etiwanda citrus, are cred- 
ited with being largely responsible 
for the current interest in the oi) 
possibilities, He is employed by 
a large Los Angeles concern and 
through his connections he was 
able to interest a large oil com- 
pany in doing a little investigat- 
ing. Findings of this investiga-

WAIT FOR DRILLING 


“If there was enough money | 
available a test well could be plac- | 


ed to definitely determine if oil 


does exist,” explained Judgi Don- | 


nelly, “An effort was made to 
have an oil driller do the job on a 
percentage basis but final nego- 
tiations were not completed.” 

While the results of independent 
preliminary surveys lend encour- 
agement to the idea of the histor- 
ic citrus community having oil, no 
definite plans have been made for 
actual drilling. 

“I don’t know if anything will 
ever come of the surveys but at 
least it is something for property 
owners to think about and maybe 
some time something will happen 
and Etiwanda people will drill for 
oil,” said the official.

Aceording to the estimates of the Department of the In- 
terior nearly a fourth of the population of the nation are 
in school, the record breaking enrollments being given as fol- 
lows: Elementary schools 22,400,000, high schools 6,750,000, 
colleges and universities 1,350,000. Reason given for the big 
enrollment is traced back to the high birth rate during the 
period 1920 to 1924, when the average was 23 per 1000. How- 
ever, an inevitable shrinkage in school attendance is in pros- 
pect a few years hence, as the birth rate for the five years 
1931-35 was down to 17.2 per thousand. It this appears that 
the teaching profession—now already over-crowded in some 
parts of the country—may then be faced with reduction in the 


number of its working members unless new avenues of em- 


ployment of professional talent such as adult education class- 
es, consumer edueation classes and the like can take up the 
slack. There is much of this adult education work now being 
done at the Chaffey institutions and a large number of persons 
are benefitted thereby, but we do not believe it is very gen- 
eral throughout the nation. This is only one of the instances 
where the local institution is among the leaders and most 
progressive in the country.

STATE INSPECTION 
OF CARS 1S URGED 
BY CHAS, TURNER 


Law Suggested Requiring All 
Autos To Be Checked to 
Avoid Crashes 












All automobiles would be sub- 
ject to regular mechanical inspec- 
tions if a movement suggested by 
Charles L. Turner ever becomes a 
law. He is head of the Chaffey 
aeronautics department and is 
leading an effort to eventually get 
a state law requiring mechanical 
inspections, 

He suggested the proposal to 
the Upland Lions club and_ the 
movement may be launched on a 
statewide basis. 

“One of the biggest causes of 
cal failure of cars,” Mr. Turner 
emphasized. “Regular inspections 
would result in faulty brakes, 
wheels, tires and other parts be- 
img corrected before &n accident 
‘waa caused.” 

The instructor observed that the | 


““Ynefficiency on the part of drivers | 


could not be corrected by mechan- 
ical inspections of the car, “but 
that the inspection would remove 
factors causing accidents and 
would tend to make.the drivers 
more thoughtful.” 

While recognizing that the light 
inspections as now required are &@ 
big help, Mr. Turner expressed the 
belief that regular inspections ot 
all parts of an automobile would 
be a big step in reducing the acci- 
dent toll. 

Mr. Turner has suggested to the 
Upland club that a movement be 
started to either get the matter 
before the state legislature or to 
get the inspection provision on the 
ballot and placed before the vot- 
ers at some future election.

Q—I had an accident recently 
in which the bumper of my car was 
damaged and one of the fenders of 
the other car bent. I gave my 
card to the other party but did 
not report the incident. This other | 
party, who now is demanding what 
I feel are excessive damages which 











; I refuse to pay, threatens my ar- 


rest for not reporting the inci- 
dent. Am I subject to arrest? 

A—A report is required only 
where injury has resulted to some 
person, unless you struck an un- 
attended vehicle. 

Q—Is traveling at a speed in ex- 
cess of the “prima facie” provision 
of our laws, conclusive proof of 
carelessness ? 

A—Sec. 513 of the Vehicle Code 
states that “in any civil action 
proof of speed in excess of any 
prima facie limit at a particular 
time and place shall not establish 
negligence as a matter of law but 
in all such actions it shall be nec- 
essary to establish as a fact that 
the operation of a vehicle at such 
excess speed constituted negli-{ 
gence. j 

Q—Is there any single 
limit across bridges? 

A—Such speeds vary and 2

determined by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works. The min- 
imum law however is five miles | 
per hour. 

Q—If my automobile breaks 
down, as it did recently, and I am 
unable to move it off the highway, 
am I liable to arrest, as was 
threatened by several motorists? 

A—The law states specifically 
that you are not subject to arrest 
when you find your vehicle is dam- 
aged or disabled to the extent you 
cannot immediately move it off 
the highway. 

Q—I have been told that it is a 
violation of the law to enter upon 
any of the toll bridges in San | 
Francisco without sufficient funds 
to pay the toll charges, also that 
animals cannot be led or: driven 
across; is that correct? 

A—You have been correctly ad- 





Q—Please answer the following 
questions that arose during a re- 
cent discussion at my home. How 
many miles of state highway are 
there and what number of arrests 
and stops are made annually by 
the California Highway Patrol? 

A—There are 56,368 miles of 
paved state highways (approxi- 
mately). In 1937 the California 
Highway Patrol officers stopped 
276,676 motorists and made 131- 
377 arrests for various violations. 

Q—Are all downtown parking 
rules suspended on Sundays and 
holidays ? 

A—Not unless signs so indicate. 

Q—I noticed a 120 foot flag pole 
being towed on the highway re- 
cently. I had understood no load| 
longer than 75 feet could be drawn} 
over our highways. 

A—The Vehicle Code excepts 
length limitations for loads car- 
ried on pole or pipe dollies.

For several years the Welfare! 


shop, on First avenue north of 
Ninth street, has supplied many 
persons of all ages with good used 
clothing at very low cost, often 
only a few cents an article, and in 
this way has given greatly needed 
assistance to many families. 

The shop depends upon dona- 
tions of used clothing of all kinds 
and of any household articles for 
its stock and such contributions al- 
ways are in demand. 

With the fall and winter months 
ahead, seasonal clothing for chil- 
dren and adults will be needed. 

The second major project sup- 
ported by the League with marked 
success in the past, is the dental 
clinic, which is conducted with the 
generous assistance of the local 
dentists, 

During this school year, as in 
other years, all children in the 
several schools in Upland, Alta 
Loma and Cucamonga, who are in 
need of dental care and whose par- 
ents are unable to bear the ex- 
pense of such work, will be offered 
the necessary dental care by the 
Welfare League. Last year a 
large number of children received 
such aid. 

During the recent League meet- 
ing three new members were re- 
ceived, they being Mrs. John Meek, 
Mrs. Clifford Thomas and Mrs. 
Arthur H. Pehl. 

The next League meeting will be 
held on Oct, 14.
